I: has frequently been blamed 
onto bed weather, but the great 
epidemic of 1918 began during 
five or six weeks of October of 
the most beautiful fall weather 
imaginable. and when the bad 
weather of Feoruary and March 
cee in the epidemic rather ab- 
ruptly subsided. 

Why influenza suddenly at- 
tacks one community and rapid- 
ly spreads to others and runs a 
rapid course and again disap- 
pears. except for a few cases, has 
not been satisfactorily explained. 
It is highly contagious, especially 
in persons between the ages of 
five and forty years. It evidently 
spreads. by contact and the 
breathing in of air contaminated 
by the coughing and sneezing of 
those who have the disease. «| 

* i * 


N ATTACK usually begins 
within forty-eight hours 
after exposure. Many continue 
with their work and pleasure and 
Spread trouble to those with 
whom they come in contact. One 
attack of the disease apparently 
gives temporary immunity and 
thet may be why the disease dis- 
appears for a time. Thage who 
are susceptible to influenza con- 
tract it and carry it to others: 
they recover and the disease has 
only a limited field to work on 
for some years till’ others reach 
the age of greatest susceptibility, 
that is eightcen to thirty years. 
Physicians dread the disease 
because. no matter how mild the 
attac.. may be, the severe weak- 
mess resulting depletes the re- 
sistance to other infections and 
many chronic diseases get their 
original start following an attack 
of influenza. We know of no way 
to prevent the disease. Avoid- | 
ance of chances of contact; which - 
is almost impossible, should be 
carried as far as possible. 

The purpose of this article is 
to warn you against the possi- 
bilities of a severe epidemic. If it 
appears in your neighborhood it 
will be very wise to avoid crowds 
of people. such as_ theaters, 
churches, and large assemblies. 
Keep yourself in as good physical 
condition as possible, and as soon 
as you feel the first signs of an 
attack, which is chilliness and a 
general tired ache in the head, 
back, and limbs, go to bed and 
stay there. If you do this, the 
probabilities are that you will be 
well on the road to recovery in 
tliree or four days.

YOU continue to fight it out, 

any of the complications with 
a long period of incapacity may 
result. THose who are compelled 
to b2 with you and attend to your 
wants. should cover the mouth 
afd nose with gauze and you 
sheull -over your face when 
eoughing ani sneezing. 

A few things can be done to 
prevent the trouble. The daily 
taking of Quinine, six to ten 
grains a day—not bromo quinine, 
kt quinine sulphate—apparently 
helps, and a. course of injections 
of infuenza vaccines. may . be 
Sucecassful in preventing serious 
infection. 

Rest in bed. plenty of fresh air, 
not necessarily cold air, large 
quantities of fluids and = fruit 
juicrs are quite necessary. If you 
do not improve in a few hours 
you should call your physician. 
He possesses no specific cure for 
tiie disease, but his care and ‘ad- 
vice will help to prevent com-

F YOUR eyes are merely useful

Now 
study the best methods of make- 
up for the eyes. If the brows are 
light in color or if the hair is 
sparse it is wise to go over them 
lightly with an eyebrow pencil 
until they are sufficiently dark- 
ened to give a definite line. 

Brushing the eyebrows each 
night and keeping them well- 
oiled also helps keep them under 
control. Careful massage of the 
brows and lashes with petroleum 
jelly also stimulates the growth 
and keeps the hairs soft and 
Silky.

General Smuts Has Made a Great Success of an 
ic. x . Active Life by Using His Failures 


- « 


ITH a united South Africa a 

reality since December, the 
last great dream of General Jan 
Christaan Smuts has come true. 
This man, who was‘ born an 
Afrikander Boer (Dutch South 
African) has had this ideal in 
nind since his youth, and in the 
process of accomplishing it he 
has made a great place in history 
for himself. 

General Smuts’ practice has 
been to make use of defeat. This 
is evident in the two important 
cefeats of his life. He lost the 
Boer War, then entered the af- 
fairs of Britain to gain a high 
place in politics; he lost his post 
of Prime Minister to South 
Africa, and later combined with 
his victor to realize a united 
South Africa. : 

Smuts has played so important 
a part in Britain’s history that 
he seems almost like a legendary 
figutte, but he has reached only 
his sixty-fourth year. He was 
born in the Malmesbury district 
ot Cape Colony. He was educated 
at Victoria College, Stellenbosch, 
and Cambridge University. After 
r turning to'Cape Town he went 
Aes but the animosities be- 
tr * Dutch and the English 
¢: ) become a national- 
President Kruger 


appointed him State Attorney. 

When the Boer War broke out 
Smuts was soon given supreme 
command of the forces in Cape 
Colony. Along with Louis, Botha 
and Christaan De Wet, he suc- 
ceeded in defying the British 
Empire for nearly two years. 
When peace came in 1902 Smuis 
accepted the new order, an:l 
thereafter worked for unification. 

In 1917 he was called to Lon- 
don, and became a member cf 
the British War Cabinet. Soon 
after the war he wrote a bock 
entitled “The League of Natio::s 
—A Practical Suggestion,” The 
substance of this book later be- 
came the covenant of the League. 

General Smuts became grime 
minister of South Africa in 1919, 
but because of his work for the 
Empire he lost the election of 
1924 to Gen. James Hertzog. F2 
‘lived in retirement until 19933, 
when'an acute political and ecc- 
nomic crisis arose. Then he came 
forward to aid Hertzog, helpc:t 
win coalition at the polls. ard 
thus came to be accomplished! a 
year later the fusion of the Sou... 
African nation. -
